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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7/25/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 5, 39, 63, and 64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Osako et al. Osako discloses a device for stacking sheets having folds that includes a workpiece 
(111) having a plurality of anvils (1 14b); means for positioning the sheets (113); a stapler 
assembly (1 14a) translatable transversely across a paper path (see col. 7, line 1) with a stack 
justifier pin (112) that squares up a stack; and an unloading device (124a) that unloads the sheets 
in a direction perpendicular to a fold axis. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 7/25/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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5. The applicant states that Osaka does not disclose a stapler assembly translatable 
transversely across a paper path. In response, the examiner notes that Osaka discloses several 
paper paths. The stapler assembly translates transversely across the downward paper path from 
the feeders to the workpiece. 

6. The applicant states that Osaka does not disclose that the stapler assembly includes a 
stack justifier pin because the stack justifier pin disclosed by Osaka is on a conveying device. In 
response, the examiner notes that the claims do not require any structural connection between the 
components that comprise the stapler assembly. Therefore, Osaka reads on the claim.
